from

strengthen-it,.the workers took it 
out of the bog, and spread it out to 
dry 
Then occurred the beating and 


breaking of it. This work was done 
by hand, and was doubtless very 
tedious. According to the illustra- 
tions, the women came in for a good 
stare of the labor.

"Beetling" the flax was the term 


"scutching" and ,—„.__ . 
ed in running it back and. forth on 
a board'full of spikes. 


-One of thenictures represents a 


crude.machine, showing "great im- 
provements' in methods." This was 
the scutch mill, which broke the flax 
with'grooved rollers and scutched 
it with btedes fixed on a shaft. Both 
rollers and shaft were turned by a 
main wheel. 
' 
Familiar to us is -the spinning 


wheel, which was .next used by the 
'busy housewife. The reeling was 
done by the "clock reel." 


A huge cauldron over a grate fire 


boiled the flax and turnedxmt a soft 
brown mass. 
But even after all 


this'work, the linen was far from 
being completed. Another "new im- 
provement," the warping mill, was 
used" in the next step. 
Then fol- 


lowed the 'weaving.... 
The brown linen was taken to mar- 


ket to be viewed, examined and pur- 
chased by the "bleachers," who by a 
secret process turned it but as white 
as -snow. In the lapping room the 
final touches occurred. 
The linen 


was measured, 
folded, 'in lengths, 


tied in clips, and sealed preparatory 
to going to the linen hall. 


After all this'work, it is scarcely 


to be wondered that linen was ex- 
pensive. -Today, man's ingenuity has 
given us skillful machines which do 
this work in one-tenth as much time. 
That is the reason that a linen dresa 
costs much less than -it would were 
all the time and handwork used as 
in the eighteenth century.

AH the "Hits"—AM the Time 


Hut Was Home of iRosaline 


Peck; Came Here in 


1837 


An old tree, wliich once shaded 


the rough log h&use of the first 
settlers in Madison, still stands on 
Butler street opposite the Simon 
hotel. 
What stories this oW tree 


could tell of the meals served under 
ifs branches by Rosline Peck, the 
first white woman, or of the mud 
pies made around its roots by tihe 
little girl, Vinnie Ream, wiho after- 
ward became the famous sculptress. 


The old tree is very peaceful now 


between the 
homes and hotels on 


Butler street, but long ago u-ndtr 
it's branches future governors and 
army officers 
slept and ate with 


Iitdian trappers, and the first baby 
in Madison was born. The little 
log 
hut, through 
the 
cracks of 


which the wind whistled almost as 
much as it did through the branches 
of the tree above, wa's built in 1887 
for Ebon Peck and his wife Rosline. 
It was a boarding house for the 
surveyors and workmen who came 
to lay out the capital city of Wis- 
consin in the forests, between the 
Four lakes. 


Arriving in a snow storm April 


15, after a two days journey from 
Blue Mounds through the forests in 
a tSvo horse wagon, the Peck's 
wore forced to find shelter under 
their wagon until 
the house was 


finished, and floors put in with the 
aid of half-breed traders. 


Mrs;-Peck was the first white 


woman to go canoeing on Lake 
Monona. She made many excur- 
sions after nuts or berries or came 
out to view the sunset. 


By the Fourth of July a road had 


been-. made from Milwaukee along 
| the.,path which travelers had for- 
| merjy made with their axes, a saw 
mill, had been set up, and stone was 
being taken from Maple Bluff for 
the basement of the Capitol. Crowds 
came from Milwaukee to see the 
site_ of the new city, and dancing-, 
fwisting, and merrymaking went on 
ail day and night to the tune of 
much champagne and the music of 
Luther Peck's fiddle, 


Wisconsiana Victoria Peck, named 


in honor of the -state and of Queen 
Victoria, was born. in 
this house 


under the 
tree in 1837.. In 1838 


Robert L. R?am, the father of 
Vinnie' Roam the sculptress, bought 
the house, then called the Madison 
house, and succeeded the Pecks as 
mine 'host. It was finally torn down 
in 1857. 


Judge James D. Doty, afterward 


governor of the state, was a fre- 
quent guest of the Pecks. 
While 


traveling through the vicinity of 
the Four lakes as a circuit rider he 
noticed the beauty of the place and 
purchased it. 
Whenever any loca- 


tion for the capital was discussed in 
the legislature, he managed to se- 
cure 7 votes for Madason against 
6 for every other place. In 1836, 
Madison was definitely chosen Mid 
in February, 1837, surveyors came 
to lay out the city. 


HOPE FOR THE BEST

It certainly is true that their opin- 
ion does not represent that of the 
most ethical and scientific members 
of the profession in Milwaukee, in 
Che state of Wisconsin or in the na- 
tion. Such public health clinics as 
are run by Milwaukee county and 
other counties in the state are based 
on the soundest principles of public 
health 
service. ,0f. course,; these 


clinics do not treat persons who are 
obviously well .to do. 
Only occa- 


sionally do persons slip through who 
are able to, pay the handsome med- 
ical fees. 
On a purely commercial 


basfe, the clinics are a -benefit to 
doctors, for they train the public 
to come. • to' physicians for troubles 
whifh they would ordinarily neg- 
lect,. 


As far as social diseases are con- 


cerned, -if a person affected with 
one which cannot be cured in less 
than.a year's time goes to a private 
physician and must pay a fee for 
every-visit to his office the possibili- 
ties are that when obvious symp- 
tom* are relieved, and his doctor bit 
is more than -he is able to pay, he 
vill discontinue "the treatment anc 
become a social menace of. the 'word 
kind. .Public hearth clinics help to 
eliminate this menace because sncl 
patients can continue treatmen 
without eo«t until their condition ii 
no longer a danger to :th« public.

department is 


making'' hundreds of vaccinations 
that are for physicians in private 
practice"—the supreme interest of 
:he public demands that epidemics 


prevented.
